strike The sympathies of tha people 
were naturally on the ckle of the 


• operators, because they know tUe 


Western Union Telegraph Company 
to be a great and poweful monopoly, 
whose interests are more largely ad 
vanoed by the reduction of each 
employe's stipend by a few cents per 
day than by any surging tide of busi- 
ness. In the handd of such an insti- 
tution the workingmen's wages are 
regarded as the easiest thing to pla\ 
upon. 
Let a slight depression of 


stock occur or dividends fall off for a 
quarter or two, and down go tht 
wages. This process repeated a fen 
times reduces the condition of the 
workers to beggary, for advances a> e 
seldom made unless forced. A striki 
ensues, business is suspended, and 
all interests suffer. 
In this case th< 


public is the greatest sufferer. 
Nu 


strike that has occurred in this conn 
try, if we except that of the railroau 
workmen a few years ago, has ootne 
home with such unpleasant result* 
to everybody. The vast speculativi 
interests of the world weio tempor- 
arily suspended, and financial ques- 
tions that depended upon the tele 
graph for adjustment had to go by 
default. The channels of trade wert 
blocked. 
The newspapers were de- 


prived of their usual supply of gun • 
oral intelligence, and haj to depend 
upon the material gathered at home 
by the reporters or wait the slov. 
movement of the mail.

Their dumber, Duties, Habit*. Pay 


and Requisites. 


The San Francisco Chronicle gays, 


the "drummer," as the business no- 
licitor is commonly termed, enjoys 
a wide reputation and represents 
nearly all lines of business—'the ille- 
gitimate as well as the logitimate— 
bat jfc is only of tho latter class, who 
may be ootnprisad uuder the general 
designation of commercial travelers, 
that it is now tho intention to speak. 
It is estimated that there are over 
25,000 of them in the United State*. 
Oigars, liquora, drugs, clothing, gro- 
ceries, hats, hardware, boots bud 
shoes, stationery, carpets, ooifea and 
spioes, dry goods, harness 
aad 


saddlery, jewelry and all lines of 
mercantile business bave their rep- 
resentatives nmong tho commercial 
travelers. The busiueaa is replete 
with peculiarities. Tlio bouucUiioa 
of the Commercial Travelers Associ- 
ation of California, u mutual benefit 
organization of about 250 members, 
include California, Oregon, Wash- 
ington Territory, Idaho, Montana, 
Utah, Arizona and New Mexico. Tbe 
home office of tho Assoaiation is lo- 
cated in San Francisco and its mem- 
bers are traveling continuously all 
over the Pacific coast. The commer- 
cial traveler is employed almost ex- 
clusively by the wholesale mer- 
chants. Many who are regalii-If ifc 
the bnsinffsa are not members of the 
Association, and it is estimated that 
there are never Isss than 500 com- 
mercial travelers oa the ro til who 
are residents of Saa Francisco. If 
successful in tho highest degree, the 
commercial traveler may be described 
as a man of excellent address, trust- 
worthy, acute in perception und very 
e.iergetio. He in also distinguished 
for hfs pertinacity and bis assurance. 
The' salaries of these drummers vary 
according to ability, experience and 
integrity, and run from S100 to $250 
or 8300 a mouth. The leading East- 
ern cities—such as Now York, Chi 
eago and St. Louis—bend drummers 
annually or semi-Annually to San 
Francisco to solicit trade for various 
mercantile specialties, but the rep- 
resentatives of California i> •Jidom ever 
travel farther East than K-iuW City. 
"It isn't of any use," remarked! Pres- 
ident Van Hensen, "for us to 
New York or Chicago, for that 
be like taking coats to Newcastle." 


The character of a mercantile house 


can usually be accurately deiermined 
by tho appearance and habita of its 
traveling representative. 
If lie be 


well dressud, temperate and digni 
Bed in bis speech and actions, and 
stays at tho boat hotels, (it may be 
safely concluded that he is in receipt 
ef a liberal salary and is traveling for 
a solid house, while, on the contrary, 
if he be slovenly in his attire, coarse 
and boisterous in his address, and a 
patron of tho second and third class 
hotels, the prSsnmption is that the 
house which he represents is of a 
correspondingly low btatus. When 
about to sat *ont on a business tour 
the 
commercial traveler 
usually 


sends on postal cards in advance to 
advise the, dealers in tho district 
vhich ha is about to visit of bis com 


^X and to debire them to hold all 


ord 'irs until he arrives. 
It is cus- 


tomer v with merchants to intrust to 
their traveling agents or drummers 
the collection' of big bills of mer- 
chandise sold by them, and any dis- 
honesty 13 sure to prove disastrous. 
It often happens that a drummer ap 
pears in a town or city with his sam- 
ples as the accredit od agent oi sev- 
eral bonses in different lines of busi- 
ness. 
These agents belong to the 


class of commission men, as it is 
called, and do not receive any stated 
salary, but get a commission on the 
\Talue of the goods which they se'H' 
1 he commercial traveler has a spe 
iius district or territory assigned to 
lini, and it ;s his aim to cultivate 
he esteem o/ the merchants with' 
whom he conies in contact that ho 
can .command their trade. If he be 
auccassful iu bia a ttempts—and such 
nsitinoos are nob rare—he greatly 
onhuncoa his own b Miueas value and 
can, at any time, se cure a } osition 
with the best house s£ As he is on 
tho road eight mont Us out of the 
welve, on an average, it would seem 
hat domesticity was not in L'armony 
with the life of the commercial trav 
eler; bat although thus compel led to 
ae away from home nearly all o f the 
;ime and only seeing their wives aa d 
children at such long intervals, the 
majority of the commercial travel ers 
now in the business are married and 
are reported to be excellent hu e- 
bauds.

The fact has long been known to

tity of gold and silver in solution. 
Scientific experiments have demon- 
strated the fact that each ton of sea 
water contains about one miUsgratn- 
me of gold and two of silver To this 
amount these precious metals have 
frequently been extracted from the 
sea water, but like tbe manufacture 
of diamonds, the expense neoessaiily 
incurred in the operation, rendered 
tho work unprofitable.
